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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with respect to the 
Naughton reference failing to teach emulating a user interface have been considered but are not persuasive. The examiner notes that 
Applicant's disclosure concerning emulation has now been properly cited. However, the teaching of emulation in the cited portion of the 
specification refers to a graphics area that "MAY correspond in appearance to the graphics area of a particular communications device" 
and a user input area that "MAY correspond generally to the keypad of a communications device" (emphasis added). This citation fails to 
positively define the claimed emulation, relying instead upon conditional language. Absent any definitive limitations in the claims, the 
examiner contends that the claimed emulation may be interpreted in the broadest reasonable light. Thus, the examiner further contends 
that Applicant's arguments with respect to Naughton teaching away from the emulating concept are moot. 
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
